If he wants to attack abugea, why doesn’t bo 
attack real ones, Instead of bringing up a 
motion to Investigate tho Civil Lint!” Thu* 
spake a lady of high degree bat without effeet 
Not only did I go to hear tho "dreadful man," 
but upon arriving at the House of Coe.mons 
yester J ay, at 4 o'clock, I found the Ladler 
Gallery filled, and the Speaker’* Gallery, like­ 
wise devoted to women, waa not long empty. 
Ever since his speech at Newcastle, Sir Cha*. 
I bike has been an object of cariosity, lf not of 
Interest, lo women. 
To be a Republican in 
England is te be very brutal, very ugly, very 
dirty, and very poor. 
At least this la the 
opinion prevalent in high cireles, ao that the 
Idea of a baronet proclaiming himself any­ 
thing to exceedingly outrageouH and vidgar, 
amids Society into apatan. 
Nevertheleae, a* 
Society baa nothing in the world to do, Society 
ta curious, and from the opening of Parliament 
Sir Charles has beau the lion of the Houho of 
Commons. 
He Is th* member who must be 
exhibited, and ane lady has enjoyed no little 
notoriety from tieing able to jieint oat the 
monster and to state that she actually knows 
bim I 
Such was the temper of the ladles’ gal­ 
leria# yesterday with honorable exception* — 
And the fair dames had every opportunity of 
gratifying their cariosity, at Sir Charles was 
early In bis seat on the front row below the 
gangway, evidently absorbed in th# speech he 
was to deliver, 
Petition after petition wa* 
present#*!; Notices were given; Disraeli, per­ 
sistent in his nagging, was cheered for stating 
that after Easter he should bring u*dsr th# 
consideration of the House, England’# relations 
with the Gaited States; Mr. Habile Cochrane 
(Tory) wanted to know something about th# 
International Society, and “ «*wl, Mr. Glad­ 
stone “could not answer th# question without 
notice;” Lord C. J. Hamilton (Tory) indulged 
In a personal explanation; lords tam e In and 
took their customary seats; the strangers’ gal. 
lory was filled to overflowing; among the di­ 
plomatists I descried Gen. Woodhull and Mr. 
Moran, our good-natured, and most efficient 
Secretary of Legation. 
I knew that General 
ticheuck was somewhere in the House, ready 
to listen most intently. 
As the hour wore on, Sir Charles look the 
upper corner aeat of his bench, which wa# oc­ 
cupied by James White, Auberoa Harbert, 
W. M. Torrens, Sir Henry Hoar#, Henry Faw­ 
cett, and on# or two others. 
After the last 
question had i*en put, Sir Charles removed 
his hat sad rose to bring forward his motion 
on the Civil List. 
Then began th# reign of 
pandemonium, 
Viscount Bury, a UU, florid 
man occupying a commanding seat, introduc­ 
ed an unexpected dramatic eflect by holding 
aloft a copy of the oath of allegiance and 
wanting to know whether th# honorable Baro­ 
net, having declared himself to be a Republi­ 
can, was not guilty of aa Infringement of a 
solemn vow. 
Auberon Herbert roe# to order. 
and cheer*, followed by counter cheers, rang 
through the house. 
Th# Speaker said Lord 
Bury was in possession of the house, where­ 
upon the irate Lord wanted to know whether, 
before hearing the honorable member! of t bel­ 
ies, be might not be called upon to repudUU 
or acknowledge Ids republican professions.— 
As the Speaker understands his business the 
noble lord was told that it is no p*rt of the 
Spew! -Pa daty to say what is or what is not 
eons..-eat with the oath, at which information 
the melodramatic lord sat down and Sir 
Charles once more stood up, cheered at first 
by his friends, but those cheers were aoon 
drowned in a Niagara of groans proceeding 
from th# Consecrative aide. 
Such howling I 
never heard out of a menagerie. 
I thought I 
was in a den of wild beaaU; it seemed as if 
the inhabitants of the Zoological garden# had 
auddtuly been let loose in the House of Com­ 
mons. 
The victim for whose blood thee* wild 
animals appeared to thirst, did not once ex- 
postalate nor eve* alter his position. 
He 
mood with hi# hands behind him and bl* body 
bent forward—an attitude that seems to be 
characteristic, and, if so, is susceptible of im­ 
provement, for a s p e a k e r is never so command­ 
ing as when his shoulder* are throw* back 
uad he makes us* of every inch of his suture. 
As even Homer has been known to nod, and 
the “ Zoo” to be hushed in silence, so the 
ballies finally ceased from howling, and Sir 
Cherie, wa* allowed to >pe*k to a low, ram ­ 


bling accompaniment of Tole*# that did not 
prevent him from being beard. 
Sir Charles 
has a good voice and a distinct utterance, and 


when be has acquired th . Mi rf 
collo­ 


quial—An art which U known to Mr. Glad­ 
stone, but which is generally Ignored lu this 
country—he will make uu excellent speaker. 
The speech was nearly two hours long; it 
was satirical from beginning to cud; it was 
intended to be nothing else. 
Th# object we# 
to crowd ss many facU as possible into a cer­ 
tain amount of time. 
Not one irrelevant word, not one word about 
a republic. 
Tho Tories were sadly disappoint­ 
ed at the prosaic nature of the speech, and 
Sir Charles sat down, cheered by a minority 
friends, howled ut by tho representatives of 
the 
“Zoo." 
All through the speech Mr. 
Gladstone aud Mr. Low# had been toking 
notes, and from the attack made upon Sir 
Charles by Mr. Lows out of the Parliament, 
and bls intimation that lie would dispose of 
the Chelsea member when brought face to face 
with him In the House, everbody supposed 
that tho Chancellor of the Exchequer would lie 
as good as his word, but he failed to realise 
fond expectations. 
Mr. Lowe kept his seat. 
and Mr. Gladstone rose to reply. 
Now, every­ 
body hero knows how tenderly Mr. Gladstone 
treated Sir Charles in his Greenwich address, 
delivered shortly after tho Newcastle bomb­ 
shell. 
Rut Mr. Gladstone is an intellectual 
flea. 
You never know where to hare him; 
consequently It never surprise* the Initiated to 
see the Prime Minister Indulge in somersaults. 
It was a singular spectacle to behold a Liberal 
Minister received by his own party with silence; 
and by the opposition with uproarious appro­ 
bation. 
He had it oil his own way, and took 
advantage of the hostility to Dilke. 
It is can­ 
tor a man like Gladstone to bs sarcastic, to 
make telling hits, to denounce. It is far easier 
to be brilliant than to dieprovo facts; conse­ 
quently, Mr. Gladstone indulge*] in th# rhet­ 
oric of abuse. 
He tried to wither Sir Charks 
by calling him an “instructor of tho people,’ 
which appellation excited derisive laughter 
from the Tory bouchee. 
In one instance, re­ 
plying to a atatement made by Sir Charles, he 
declared It to be “ one of the most wanton er­ 
rors into which a member of Parliament ever 
fell." 
But. apart from this insulting denial of 
a single charge, Mr. Gladstone in ho sense 
answered Sir Charles Dilke. 
Ile parried with 
“glittering generalities.” He paid a warm 
•ulogy to th* Queen, thus Insinuating that Sir 
Charles's metlon was a personal attack upon 
Her Majesty. 
He declared that the motion 
was Inseparably connected with th* speech at 
NewcMtle, therefore should he oppose I, and 
sat down after earnestly trusting that the 
House would meet th# motion with a negative 
vole*. 
Of court# the nouae wa* only too 
ready to heed Mr. Gladstone's Invitation, mid 
when Anberoa Harbert rote to second the 
motloo, th* wild animals roared more fright­ 
fully than ever. 
Standing like patience on a 
monument, the radical brother of the Earl of 
Caraarvou showed an amount of pluck that, 
combined with his well-merited popularity as 
a thorough gentleman and gonial opponent, 
should have given bim the ear of the Home, 
hut Ragland is a free country and therefore 
will not tolerate free speech. 


Having waited in vain for a cessation of hos­ 
tilities, Mr. Herbert bit upon a ttan'ato deliv­ 
ery of bis speech which made every word an 
interjection heard distinctly by the reporters, 
very much to the disgust of th# “ Zoo." I! 
(roar) shall! (roar) remain ! (roan on I (divide) 
my! (roar) feet I (bellowing) until! (divide* the I 
(roar) honorable! (roan members! (bellowing) 
go! (roar) to! (roar) darner! (divide) or! 
(rear) go! (roar) to I (roar) bed ! (bellowing)." 
The Tower of Babel was repeated, confusion 
was worse confounded; but through it all Her- 
bert stood manfully to his guns, defending bls 
friend against false accusations. 
What could 
be dose with such an opponent ? Suddenly 
the opposition, almost to a man, lose aud left 
th* House, in th# hope that their example 
would cause th* House to be reduced to loss 
than 40 members, in which case there would 
not be a quorum. 
Those who remained con- 
tlnued to bowl, and when Herbert declared 
himself to be la favor of a republican form of 
government, the “Zoo" howled furiously. 
A 
member rose and said he did not think there 
were 40 members present, and moved that the 
Uouse be counted. 
Roar* of laughter succeed­ 
ed this sally of wit. 
Herbert sat down until 
the House was counted. 
There being more 
than IO present, he resumed; but only to be 
again and again subjected to the same inter­ 
ruption. 
When this stratagem ceased to be 
novel, Lord Cecil Hamilton, thinking to pre­ 
vent Herliert’a apeech from txflug reported, 
suddenly called attention to th* (act that there 
were strangers in the House, which meant 
that all th# galleries, even to that of the r e n ­ 
ters' were to be cleared. 
It Is a fiction that 
nobody assist* at rarliamentary debates; but 
lf any one membor chooses to see spectators, 
they are ordored out without a vote. 
We wo­ 
men, being behind a grating, were not dis­ 
turbed, and for the first time I saw an advan­ 
tage In the coop devoted to our sex. Sittuii! 
down until the last stranger had turned his 
reluctant bask upon the Mouse, Herbert ouce 
more returned to the charge, interrupted, how­

Mr. James Hargraves brought to our office, 
on Monday, eight duck eggs, wBieli, for size, 
tiad more of a resemblance to fllteen-inch shells 
than eggs. 
We measured every one of them 
carefully, and the largest was 9 by C 3-4 inches 
and the smallest 8 by fi 3-4 inches.

ducks, anil across lietween that breed and our 
common duck. 
Mr. Hargraves keep* the 
duck* near his brewery in Jacob's Valley, 
a hero they have a tine pond of spring w ater 
in which to disport themselves; the brood is 
seventeen in number, and during Hic winter, 
on two separate days. seventeen eggs were 
collected from them.

tilled, so thero is neither sitting nor standing 
room. 


Sullivan Comity, 
The Overland Monthly has an account of a 
strange colony which was discovered iu 1823, 
n Sullivan county, N. Y., by a surveying party 
who were laying out a state road along the 
line of route now closely followed by tho Erie 
Railway. 
The founders of the colony were a 
pair of youthful Indians, a young man and 
young girl, lovers; a German youth called 
Earl Beubler, and an American girl called 
.Susan Steins. 
The two latter, while yet little 
children, had been captured by an Indian 
tribe, shortly after Braddock’* defeat.

ten year* afterward they escaped, and reached 
Hie neighborhood of their old home, then a 
wilderness, and soon after were joined by the 
young Indians, their friends.
